A Lesson For Advertisers. 

As an instance of the value of news- 
paper advertising to increase or force 
trade, the following facts are remarka- 
ble. During December the orders re- 
ceived by the Douglas Boot and Shoe 
Com, any, of Brockton, Mass., fell off 
in consequence of the business depre.s- 
sion following the panic. The advertis- 
ing manager of that large concern 
mentioned the matter to Governor 
Douglas, and asks his advice, whether 
under the circumstances they should 
place the usual amount of advertising 
during January and February, which 
are usually the slowest months in the 
year in the shoe business. 

Governor Douglas at once ordered an 
increase of 30 per cent in the amount 
appropriated for advertising, declaring 
that such an increase would heip to 
overcome the unfavorable business out- 
look. There was considerable skepti- 
cism about the result amongst the prin- 
I ciple employees of the Douglas Com- 
1 pany. But the result showed almost 
an immediate improvement in busi- 
ness, which is now averaging more 
than last year during these unusually 
dull months. 

Thus the business sagacity of Gov- 
ernor Douglas has overcome the hard 
I times, and his optimism has proven 
an antidote to the Republican panic. ' 

The advertising manager of Gover- 
, nor Douglas explanis the phenomenon 
of increased sales, wj^en bj’ all the 
rules of business there should have! 
been a decrease, as entirely produced 
by the increased advertising. Other 
advertisers of shoes were drawing in 
their horns and many of their former 
I customers were induced to patronize 
the Douglas Shoe because it was more 
than ever brought to their notice. 

It seems that persistent advetising 
pays, for last year nearly 8,000 news-

The Federation is con- 
i trolled by Republicans, and it would 
I seem that the Republican leaders in 
I Congress want some appearance of 
business backing before they act favor- 
ably on the bills now in the hands of 
the committees.

■ is the evident intention of theRepubli- 
i can majority of Congress to give them 
1 more leaway. The only hope of the 
! people is that the fear of the coming 
election may preventjthe Republicans 
from helping out the trusts and corpor- 
ations*.

In the beginning of creation when 
darkness covered the earth, the fiat 
went forth, “Let there be light and 
light was;” when the first newspaper 
was issued, the fiat went out, “Let 
there be light,” and the press has been 
enlightening the minds and hearts of 
men ever since- growing in far-reach- 
ing i?xtent and breadth, in all penetrat- 
ing pow’er and in effulgence with the 
passing of year and the growing of 
human intelligence and knowledge 
which it has quickened and supplied. 
Recently, at Bristol, Conn., Rev. Ar- 
thur Goodenougb, formerly a Brooklyn. 
N. Y., pastor, preached from the text, 
‘The Lord gave the word ; great was 
the company of those, that published 
it.” He took for his subject, “Is the 
Modern Newspaper the Ally of the pul- 
pit*/” He answered his own question 
in the affirmative and supported his 
answer by arguments, incidents and 
illustrations. He said among other 
things : 

“When a heinous sin exists in the 
state, when ,a Jcity is in the grip of 
grafters and thugs— at such a lime the 
people usually are helpless. The news- 
paper uncovers the crime, points 'out 
the evil d-iers, brings them to punish- 
ment and stamps out the past.

Want Tobacco Farmers in Ohio. 

Handbills advertising for experienc- 
ed tobacco growers to go to Ohi > to 
raise white burley tobacco were scatter- 
ed among the crowds at the tobacco 
warehouses in Lexington Saturday. 
These advertisements, it is understood, 
were issued by the American Tobacco 
Company, and are being distributed by 
the agents of the trust through the 
Burley tobacco district of Kentucky. 

The bills state that all experienced 
tobacco grow’ers who will go to certain 
sections of Ohio will be furnished with 
as much land as they care to handle 
on which to plant tobacco and will be 
given every a.ssistance and encourage- 
ment in raising the crop. 

The Society of Equity people claim 
that this action is a bluff on the part 
of the trust to scare the Burley grow- 
ers of Central Kentucky and back up 
those who claim that if a crop is not 
raised here in 1908 it will be raised in 
other States and develop a rival terri- 
tory for the production of tobacco. 

It is reported, howev#>i, that a num- 
ber of tobacco tenants of Fayette 
county have deeided to accept the 
offers held out and will soon move to 
the tobacco district'of Ohio.

The following is the letter, 
the name of the author being ^with- 
held : 

Waynesburg, Ky., R. L\ D. No. 9, 
Feb. 10. — Gov. Wilis(in, Frankfort, 
Ky.- -Dear b^ir : 1 take the liberty of 
addressing you on a matter I consider 
important for Kentucky. 1 refer to 
the dog and sheep law, which is very 
promising in this vicinity at this time, 
which is fast being depopulated of 
sheep, the o'wners oeing reimbursed 
from a fund created for that purpose 
by ta.xirg each dog .SI per year. Is not 
a tax a license? In other words, when 
I pay into this fund for my dog does 
it not amount to a license for him to 
kill sheep for one year? 

In my opinion my dog availed him- 
self of his privilege and killed my 
neighbor’s sheep. The neighbor got 
pay for his sheep. My iloir had hfc 
license all right. So it is a legitimate 
tran.«action al round, i am under no 
obligations to my neighbor & my dog 
is stjuare on the books w'ith no lawful 
cnarge against him. Thi.s alright as 
far as the dog and neighbor is con- 
cerned, bur do you rut think it rather 
hard on the sheep, leaving them as it 
does without any protection whatever, 
and don’t you think they will soon be a 
thing of the past in Ky.? If I am 
right please place this matter 'oefore 
the Legislature in i)roper form ; so 
that one of Kentucky’s growing indus- 
tries may be saved from destruction, 
if I am wrong set me right. Yours, 
etc.” .
